About 5 o'cloek this afternoon, when the 
fire was discovered in the old courthouse on 
the southeast corner of Sixth and Chestnut 
streets, directly opposite The Ledger build- 
ing, a still alarm was sounded. The flames 
Were soon extinguished. Mr. Childs watch- 
ed the work of the firemen and after the 
fire was extinguished, left for home. 

A second Alarm. 


While a number of The Ledger’s employes 
in the business offices, were talking of the 
courthouse fire at 5:40 o’clock Miss Ewing, 
a clerk, saw smoke coming through crevices 
in the partition in the west side of the new 
publication office and gave an alarm. 
Clerks and others hurriedly applied chemi- 
cal extinguishers, and in a few minutes the 
fire was subdued, and apparently extin- 
guished. Soon, however, smoke was again 
seen and this time the flames leaped by the 
freight elevator shaft and rushed into the 
new compesing room occupying the fifth 
and sixth floors. The first had mysterious- 
ly started in the basement of No. 604 Chest- 
nut street, which is a part of The Ledger 
property, and occupied by The Standard 
typewriter exchange. There was no rub- 
bish in the cellar and there is no plausible 
theory as to its origin. It is thought how- 
ever, it was started by careless workmen. 
A general alarm was sounded. 

Flight of the Printers. 


The flames soon enveloped the composing 
room. The compositors to the number of 
140, hurriedly retreated down stairs and es- 
caped safely. Soon after the fire started 
there was a sharp explosion, the cause of 
which is unknown, and Business Manager 
Joel Cook and a number of tke clerks were 
forced to the street by the concussion.

WADLBY FIRES THEM. 


He Discharges the Members of the Tele- 
graphers’ Committes. 


TROUBLE 18 GENERALLY FEARED, 


Though Chief Arthur Talks in a 
Conservative Tone. 


THE MEN DON'T WANT A STRIKE 


If It Can Be Helped, but They Will 
Stand to What They Consider 
Their Righte.. 


Macon, Ga., December 6.—(Special.)— 
Superintendent Wadley gives out to the 
press the following statement for publica- 
tion: 

“A committee representing the operators 
on the Central railroad now in Savannah 
claiming te await my presence at that place 
in order to settle grievances, said to exist 
among their number, have sent out the 
following telegram: ‘Savannah, Ga., De- 
cember 5.—serious troubled is pend- 
ing between the operators and the Central 
railroad of Georgia ; will culminate in a 
few days. all telegraphers remain away 
and accept no position until settlement is 
effected. (Signed) The Committee.’ This 
message is a threat to me and the officers of 
the company that it is expected to have a 
strike on the system and is intended to pre- 
vent the company employing agents and oper- 
ators to carry on the work of the company. 
This action on the part of the operators is 
improper in so far as they have anticipated 
the decision to be arrived at and as it ex- 
presses their desire to interfere with the 
work of the company before a strike has 
been ordered by their organization. Should 
the object for which this telegram was sent 
out be consummated, it might result in un- 
told loss of life and property. This action 
uns taken by the committee although they 
profess to wish to have an amicable settle- 
ment of the laimed differences. They have 
thus used the wires and employes of the 
Central railroad to stir up insubordination 
and dissatisfaction. 

“In view of these facts I have directed 
every superintendent on whose division any 
of this committee may have been employed, 
to discharge them at once for the reasons 
that they have been and now are absent 
from their positions without leave and he- 
cause they are attempting to stir up strife 
in the minds of employees who probably do 
not recognize the gravity of the trouble 
which is attempted. 

“The agitation which has been worked up 
on the Central railroad within 
the last month by the order 
of Railway Telegraphers — resulted in 
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more serious results. Some four weeks ago, 
a head collision occurred on the Chatta- 
nooga, Rome and Columbus railroad and 
was brought about, I believe, by the agita- 
tion which was then being fermented over 
the system among the operators. Dispatch- 
er McLaughlin at Griffin was fo blame 
for the collision and he was at that time, 
and has since’ been, a member of that 
committee, and I have no doubt that the 
fact of his mind being filled with his duties 
as an agitator resulted in his neglecting 
his work and forgetting the trains that he 
had in his charge. The result was a head 
end collision, which may cost the company

THE TARIFF AND THE-ELECTION BILL 


A Strong Partisan Review of the Protection 
Policy—The Foreign Relations—The 
Monetary Issue—Special Leg- 
islation Recommended. 


The annual message of the president to 
congress, which was sent in yesterday, is 
a careful and elaborately prepared document 
of néarly -20,000 words. The showing 
made of the commercial and industrial con- 
dition of the country is most encouraging. 
Aside from some slight disturbances the 
manufacturing and commercial jnterests 
are shown to be in a condition of prosperity 
which compares favorably with any past 
conditions of these interests. 

The increase in tle establishment of 
mills of cotton, linen, silk, wool, iron and 
steel and other manufacturies is dwelt on 
with peculiar emphasis; th emoney proposed 
to be expended or in course of expenditure on 
the tin manufactory is given a prominence, 
tin manufactory is given a prominence 
which may be directly attributed to a par- 
tisan support of the McKinley bill; and the 
acknowledged depression of the agricultur- 
al classes and interests is frankly admitted, 
but is attributed in a specious argument to 
ithe unfavorable incxlent of agriculture 
that the farmer cannot produce upon orders, 


and is in ignorance of the conditions of sup- | 


ply and demand which will be in operation 
at the time that he markets his crop. The 
report of Labor Commissioner Peck, of 
New York, is referred to incidentally, but 
in a way which its part in the last campaign 
gives political significance . The tariff 
question is thoroughly reviewed in figures 
and selected conclusions rather than by di- 
rect argument, and the result of the last 
election is referred tg as having necessari- 
ly introduced a new policy. 

All foreign relations are reported as being 
amicable and friendly and there is no in- 
ternational question to trouble the secretary 
of state’s office except the still pending trou- 
ble of the seal aud Canadian fisheries. 
Some unimportant complications with Spain 
over the treatment of American citizens, 
alleged infringements on the rights of Li- 
beria and some disturbance caused by the 
treatment of Americans iu Asia Minor. All 
of these are but the necessary incidental 
complicanons of the state department which 
time will easily adjust. On the other hand 
the satisfactory adjustment of the troubles 
with Chile and Italy are reported. Govern- 
ment aid for the Nicatagua canal is earnest- 
ly recommended. gi 

The financial question is touched on light- 


‘ly. Reference is made to the monetary con- 


ference now in-session, and pending its de- 
cision the president witholds his opinion, 
though he goes so far as to commit himself 
to the belief in a more liberal use of silver 
if it be in aceord with a similar movement 
by the nations of Europe. The disposition 
of the surplus is excused on the ground that 
it is best in the hands of the people, and 
the vacuity: of the treasury is converted by 
a species of logic into a virtue. The army is 
commended to the care of congress. Modern 
improvements re recommended and the 
smallness of its numbers is urged as an ad- 
ditional uecessity for its thorough 
etticiency. With the astuteness of 
a man of experience in the 
art of war he recognizes that the term of 
frontier no longer means a few scattered 
posts on the Indian border. ‘The coasts of 
the two oceans aud the Mexican and Cana- 
dian lines are the real and permanent front 
iers of the republic and on them the army 
should be posted at strategie positions. 

By a singular species of argument the 
credit of the new navy is trausferred to 
the present administration. The message 
states chat the administration found three 
modern ships at its disposal and at the ex- 
piration of less than four years finds nine- 
teen, with others im progress of construction, 
and the fact is studiously ignored that 
practically the navy as it stands is the re- 
sult and work of the former democratic 
administration. But with words that are 
free from the shadow of partisanship the 
continued progress of the restoring of the 
navy is urged on congress as a measure be- 
yond the range of party lines and dear alike 
to all. : 

The reports of the secretaries of the vari- 
ous departments are more or less necessary 
tedious reviews of the work of the year.

Our Foreign Trade. 


The total value of our foreigu trade, export 
and imports of merchandise, during the last 
fiscal year, was $1,857,680,610, an increase of 
$128, 283,604 over the previous fiscal year. The 
average annual value of our imports and ex- 
ports of merchandise for the ten fiscal 8 
prior to 1801 was 51, 457, 322.019. It w be 
observed that our foreign trade for 102 ex- 
ceeded this annual average value by $400,- 
358.591, an increase of 27.47 r cent. The 
significance and value of this increase is 
shown by the fact that the excess in the trade 
of 1892 over 1891 was wholly in the value of 
exports, for there was a decrease in the value 
of imports of $17,513,754. The value of our 
exports during the year 1892 reached the high- 
est figure in the history of the government,

In our coastwise trade a most encouraging 
devclopment is in progress, there having been 
in the last four years an increase of 16 per 
cent. In internal commerce the statistics 
show that no such period of prosperity has ever 
before existed. The freight carried in the coast- 
wise trade of the great lakes in 1890 aggre- 

ted 28,295,959 tons. On the Mississippi, 
Missouri and Ohio rivers and tributaries in 
the same year. the traffic aggregated 24,405,- 
046 tons, and the total vessel tonnage passing 
through the Detroit river during that year 
was 21,684,000 tons. The vessel tonnage en- 
tered and cleared in the foreign trade of Lon- 
don during 1890 amounted to 13,480,767 tons, 
and of Liverpool 10,941,800 tons, a total for 
these two great shipping ports of 24.422.568 
tons, only slightly in excess of the vessel ton- 
nage passing through the Detroit river, and it 
should be said the season for the Detroit 
river was but 228 days. while, of course, in 
London and Liverpool, the season .was for the 
entire year.

Work and Wages. 


There never has been a time in our history 
when work was so abundant or when wages 
were so high; whether measured by the cur- 
rency in which they are paid or by their power 
to supply the necessities and comforts of 
life. It is true that the market prices of cot- 
ton and wheat have been low. It is one of 
the unfavorable incidents of agriculture that 
the farmer cannot produce upon orders. He 
must sow and reap in. ignorance of the aggre- 
gute production of the year, and is peculiarly 
susceptible to the depreciation wWnch follows 
overproduction. 5 

But, while the fact I have stated is 
true, as to the crops’ mentioned, the general 
average of-prices has been such as to give to 
agriculture a fair. partfcipation in the general 
prosperity. The value of our total farm prod- 
uct®S has increased from $1,363,646,866 in 1860 
to $4,500,000,000 in 1891, as estimated by sta- 
tisticians, an increase of 230 per cent. The 
number of hogs January 1, 1891 was 50,625,- 
180 and their value 5210. 103.525. On January 
1,1892 the number was 52,398,009 and the value 
$241,031.415. On January 1. 1891, the number 
of cattle*was 36,875,648, and the value $544,- 
127.908. On January 1, 1802, the number was 
37,651,239 and the value $570,749,155.

The attention, not only of congress, but the 
country, is again invited to the methods of 
administration which have been pursued and 
to the results which have been attained.

Especial care has 
ducts in order to relieve that great underly- 
ing industry of the depression which the lack 
of an adequate foreign market for our sur- 
plus brings. An opening has also been made 
for mannufactnred products that will wndoubt- 
edly. if that policy is maintained. greatly aug- 
ment our export trade. The full benefits of 
these arrangements cannot be realized in- 
stantly. New lines of trade are to be opened. 
The commercial traveler must survey the 
field: The manufacturer must adant his 
goods to the new markets and facilities for 
exchange must be established. This work has 
heen well begun, our merchants and manu- 
facturers having entered the new fields with 
courage and enterprise. In the case of food 
products, and specially with Cuba, the trade 
did not need to wait and the immediate re- 
sults have been most gratifying. If this pol- 
icy and these trade arrangements can be con- 
tinued in force and aided by the establish- 
ment of American steamship lines, I do not 
doubt that we shall, within a short period, 
secure fully one-third of the total trade of 
the countries of Central ard Sonth Amertenr. 
which now amounts to about six hundred 
millions annually. In 1885 we had only 8 
per cent of this trade. Statistics show the 
increase in our trade with the countries with 
which we Have reciprocal trade agreements 
from the date when such agreements wnt 
into effect up to September 30. 1892, the in- 
crease being in some almost wholi7, and in 
others in an important degree, the result of 
these agreements. 

This increase is chiefir in wheat, flour, meat 
and dairy products, and in the mannfactures 
of iron and steel and lumber there has been 
a large increase in the value of imports from 
all those countries since the commercial agree- 
ments went into effect. amounting to 874.294. 
525. but it has been entirely in imports from 
the American conntries. consisting mostly of 
sugar, coffee, India rubber and crude drugs. 

Forei¢n Relations. 

Several pages is devoted to a discussion of 
the seal fisheries controversy still pending 
with Great Britain. The settlement of the 
question still being in doubt, nothing more 
could be given than an outline of the various 
moves in the matter up to date, with which 
the public is already familiar. More elaborate 
attention is given to a discussion of the com- 
mercial relations between the United States 
and Canada, which present several most per- 
plexing questions. The long border of several 
thousand miles. the meagre exchange of com- 
merce which the British provinces have to 
offer, the transcontinental Oanadian line, 
which must rely largely on American trade 
for its sustenance, the canal and natural wa- 
terway complications, all furnish a perplexing 
theme for diplomacy to which the attention of 
congress is specially invited, and an independ- 
ext canal waterway from the lakes to the sea- 
coast, which will give inland American waters 
an American outlet, is favored. 

A satisfactory ajustment of the Chilean 
controversy is reported, Chile having paid 
willingly the indemnities asked for, and the 
friendliest feeling is announced as existing 
between the two governments. An assurance 
of good will and friendly feeling is expressed 
toward all the Central and Sou American 
states, and the mutual benefits of friendly in- 
tercourse pointed out. In refering to the 
relations with other fdreign countries, the 
message is as follows: 

“Our relations with Hawaii have been such 
as to attract an increase interest, and must 
continue to do so. I deem of great importance 
the projected submarine cable, a survey for 
which has been made, shonld be promoted. 
Both for naval and commercial uses we should 
have quick communication with Honolulu. 
We should before this availed ourselves of 
the concession, made many years ago to the 
government, for a harbor and naval station 
at Pearl river. Many evidences of the friend- 
liness of the Hawaiian government have been 

ven in the past, and it is gratifring to be. 
leve that the advantage and necessity of a 
continuance of very close relations is appre. 
ciated. The friendly act of this government 
in expressing to the government of Italy its 
reprobation and abhorence of the lynehing of 
Italian subjects in New Orieans by the pay- 
ment 125,000 francs or $24.330.90 was ac- 
cepted by the king of Italy with every mani- 
festation of gracious appreciation, and the in- 
cident has been highly promotive of mutual 
respect and good will. In consequence of the 
action of the French government in proclaim- 
ing a protectorate over certain tribal districts 
of the west coast of Afri : rd : 
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port as yet the ad

run at Madrid. The treatment of the 
religious and educational establishments of 
American citizens in Turkey has of late 
Called for a more than a usual share of at- 
tention. A tendency to curtail the toleration 
which. bas so beuveficially prevailed is dis 
cernible and has called forth the earnest re- 
ou of this government. Harassina 
ations in regard to schools and churches 
have u attempted in certaiu localities but 
not witheut due protest and the 2 of 
the ipherent and conventional rights of our 
countrymen.. Violations of domicile 
seach of the persons and effects of citizens 
of the United States by apparently irrespou- 
sible officials in the Asiatic vilayets have trom 
time to time been reported. An aggravated 
instance of injury to the property of an Ameri- 
can missionary at Bourdeur in the province of 
Konia called forth an urgent claim for repara- 
tion, which I am pleased to say was promptly 
heeded by the government of the port. In- 
terference with the trading ventures of our 
citizens in Asia Minor is also reported, and 
the lack of consular representation in that 
— is a serious drawback to instant and 
effective protection. I cannot believe that 
these incidents represent a_ settled policy, 
and shall not cease to urge the adoption of 
roper remedies. International cupyright 
as been extended to Italy by proclamation in 
conformity with the act o arch 3, 1891, 
upon assurance being given that Italian law 
permits to citizens of the United States. 
The benefit of copyright on substantially 
the same basis as to subjects of Italy. By 
a special convention, procialned January 15, 
1892, reciprocal provisions of — 2 — have 
been applied between the Unit States and 
Germany. Negotiations are in progress with 
other countries to the same end. I repeat 


which I made in several previous messages 
that prompt and adequate support be given 
to the American company engaged in the cdu- 
struction of the Nicaragua ship canal. It is 
impossible to overstate the value from every 
standpoint of this great enterprise and I 
hope that there may be time, even in this 
congress, to give to it an impetus that will 
insure the early completion of the canal and 
secure the United States its proper relation 
to it when completed. ¢ 

The congress has been already advised that 
the invitations of this government for the 
assembling of an international monetary con- 
ference to consider the question of an en- 
larged use of silver were accepted by the 
nations to which they were addressed. The 
conference assembled at Brussels on the 22d 
of November and has entered upon the con- 
sideration of this great question. I have not 
doubted and have taken occasion to express

Matters of Finance. 

The invitations issued for this conference, 
as in my public messages, that the free coin- 
age of sliver upon an agreed international 
rutio would greatly promote the interests of 
our people and equaliy those of other nations. 
It is too early to predict what results may 
be accomplished by the conference. If any 
temporary check or delay intervenes I believe 
that very soon commercial conditions will 
compel the now reluctant governments to 
unite with us in this movement to secure 
the enlargement of tue volumes of voned 
money needed for the transaction of the 
business of the world. The report of the 
secretary of the treasury will atiract special 
interest in view of the many misleading 
statements that have been made as to the 
state of the public revenues. Three prelimi- 
nary facts should not only be stated but 
emphasized before looking into details: 
First, that the public debt has been reduced 
since March 4, 1889, $259,074,200 and the 
annual interest charge $11,684,469; second, 
that there have been paid out for_ pensions 
during this administration up to November 
1, 1892, $432,564,178.70, an excess of $114, 

386.09 over the sum expended during the 
period from March 1, 1885, to March 1, 1889, 
and third, that under the existing tariff up 
to December Ist, about $93,000,000 of revenue, 
which would have been collected upon im- 
ported sugars if the duty had been main- 
tained, has gone into the pockets of the 

ple and not into the public treasury, as 
efore. If there are any who still think that 
the surplus should have been kept out of 
circulation by ane it in the treasury, or 
deposited in favored banks without interest, 
while the government continued to pay to 
these very banks interest upon the bonds de- 
posited as security for the deposits, or who 
thinks that the extended pension legislation 
was a puplie robbery, or that the duties upon 
sugar should have been maintained. I am con- 
tent to leave the argument where it now rests 
while we wait to see whether these criticisms 
will take the form of legislation. The revenues 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1892, from 
all sources were $425,868,260.22, and the ex. 
Coy gtr for all purposes were $415,953,- 

6. ‘leaving a balance of §$9,914,453.66. 
There were 2 during the year upon the 
public debt 5840, 570,467.98. The surplus in the 
treasury and the bond redemption fund passed 
by the act of July 14, 1800, to the general 
fund, furnished in large part the cash avail- 
able and used for the payments made upon 
the public debt. Compared with the year 
1891, our receipts from custom duties fell 
off $42,069,241.08, while our receipts from in- 
ternal revenue increased $8,284,823.13, leaving 
the net Iss or revenue from these principal 
sources $33,784,417.95. The net loss of revenue 
froͤm all sources was $32,675,972.81. 

The revenue, estimated and actual for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1893, are placed 
by the secretary at $463,336,650.44, and the 
expenditures. $461,336,350.44, showing a sum 
plus of receipts of over expenditures of $2,- 
000,000. 
the end of the fiscal year, it is estimated, will 
be $20,902,377.03. So far as these figures are 
based upon estimates of receipts and expaadi- 
tures for the remaining months of the cur- 
rent fiscal year there are not only the usual 
elements of uncertainty, but some added 
elements. New revenue legislation, or even 
the expectation of it, may reduce the public 
revenues during the period of. uncertainty 
and during the process of business adjust- 
ment to the new conditions when they become 
known. But the secretary has very wisely 
refrained from guessing as to the effect of 
possible changes in our revenue laws, since 
the scope of these changes and the time of 
their taking effect cannot in any degree be 
forecast or foretold by him. His estimates 
must be based upon existing laws and upon a 
continuance of existing business conditions, 
except so far as these conditions may be 
affected by causes other than new legisla- 
tion. The estimated receipts for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1894. are $490,121,365.38, 
and the estimated appropriations $457,261,- 
335.33, leaving an estimated surplus of re- 
ceipts over 5 


expenditures of $32,860,040.05. 
This does not include any payment to the 
sinking fund. In the recommendation of the 
secretary that the sinking fund law be re- 
pealed concur. The redemption of bonds 
since the passage of the law to June 30, 1892, 
has already exceeded the rex uirementg by 
the sum of $990,510,681.49. e retirement 
of bonds in the future before matur'ty should 
be a matter of convenience not of compul- 
sion. We should not collect revenue for that 
purpose, but only use any casual surplus. To 
the balance of $32,860,030.05 of receipts over 
expenditures for the year 1894 should be 
added the estimated surplus at the beginning 
of the year $20,992,377.03; from this aggre- 
gate there must be deducted. as stated by 
athe secretary, about $44,000,000 of estimated 
unexpended appropriations. 

The public confidence in the purpose and 
ability of the government to maintain the 
parity of all our money issues, whether coin 
or paper, must remain unshaken. The de- 
mand for gold in Enrope and the consequent 
calls upon us are in a considerable degree 
the result of the efforts of some of the Furo- 
pean governments to increase their gold re- 
serves, and these efforts should be met by 
appropriate legislation on our part. The con- 
ditions that have created this drain of the 
treasury gold are in an important degree 
political and not commercial. In view of the 
fact that a general revision of our revenne 
laws in the near future seems to be probable. 
it would be better that any changes should 
be a part of that revision rather than of a 
temporary nature During the last fiscal 
vear the secretary purchased under the act of 
July 14, 1890. 54,355,748 ounces of silver and 
issued in payment therefor $51,106,608 in 
notes. The tofal purchases since the passage 
of the act have been 120,479.981 onnees, an 
the aggregate of notes issued $116,783,590. 
The average price paid for silver the 
year was 94 cents per ounce. the highest 
price being $1.023-4. July 1, 1891, and the 
lowest $0.83, March 21, 1892. In view of tha 
fact that the monetary conference is now sit- 
ting and that no conclusion has vet been 
reached. I withhold any recommendation as 
to legislation upon this subject.

The Merchant Marine. 


The merchant marine, as it relates to war 
and commerce, and the question of subsidies 
is discussed at length as follows: 

Ever since our merchant marine was driven 
from the sea by the rebel cruisers during tne 
war of the rebellion, the United States has 
been paying an enormous- annual tribute to 
foreign countries in the shape of freight and 
passage money. Our grain and meats have 

een taken at our own docks and our large 
imports there laid down by ob sa shipmas- 
ters. An increasing torrent of American 
travel to Europe has contributed a vast sum 
annvally to the dividends of foreign ship- 
owners. The balance of trade shown by the 
books of our custom houses has been very 
largely reduced and in many years altogeth- 
er extinguished by this constant drain. In 
the year 1892 only 12.3 per cent of our im- 
ports were brought in American vessels. 
These great foreign steamships maintained 
by our ‘traffic are, many of them, under con- 
tracts with their respective governments, by 
which in time of war they will become a 
part of their armed naval establishments. 

Profiting by our commerce in peace, they 
will become the most formidable destroyers 
of our commerce in time of war. I have felt 
and have before expressed the feeling that 
this condition of things was both intolerable 
and disgraceful. A wholesome change of 
policy and one having in it much promise, as 
is seems to me, was begun by the law of 
March 3, 1891. Under this law contracts have 
been made by the tmaster general for 
eleven mail rates. e expenditure involved 
by these contracts for the next fiscal year ap- 
proximates $954,123.33. As one of the re- 
sults alre reache@l sixteen 
steamships of an egate tonnage of 57,- 
400 tons, costing ,400.00, have en built 
or contracted to be built in American ship- 
yards. The estimated tonn of all steam- 
ships required under existing contracts is 
165.802 and when the full service required by 
these contracts is established, there will be

trans-Atlantic service will result in the con-

No subject, I think, more nearly touches the 
pride, power and presperity of our country 
than this of the development of our merchant 
marine upon the sea. If we could enter into 
conference with other competitors and all 
would agree to withhold government aid, we 
could perhaps take our chances with the rest, 
but our great competitors have — ya 
and maintained their lines by government 
subsidies until now they have practically ex- 
cluded us from participation.

The Interior Department. 


The report of the interior department 18 
elaborate and heavy, dealing as it does to such 
an extent with trivial Indian troubles, the 
opening of new lands, the government of 
Alaska, ete. The work of the department is 
reported to be in a most satisfactory condt- 
tion. Several important agreements for the 
cession of Indian lands negotiated by the 
commissioner are awaiting ‘jhe action ol 
congress, prominent among them being that 
of the Cherokee strip, which has been 3 
great source of friction and unrest between 
the settlers who desire to occupy it and the 
Indians who assert title. The agreement 
made by the commissioner is reported as the 
most satisfactory that could be reached. The 
message favors its adoption by congress. The 
affairs of Alaska are recommended for con 
sideration, and the necessity for a revision 
of its law shown. The land office is reported 
as being open to current business. The 
whole Indian question is discussed at length 
and measures looking to his betterment sug: 
gested. 

The Pension Question. 


The report of the commissfoner of pensions, 
to which extended notice is given by the secre 
tary of the interior in his report, will at 
tract great attention, judged by the aggregate 
amount of work done the last year, has been 
the greatest in the history of the office. J 
believe that the reorganization of the office 
is efficient and that the work Ims been done 
with fidelity. The passage of what is known 
as the disability bill has, as was foreseen, 
very largely increased the annual disburse 
ment to the disabled yeterans of the civil 
war. The estimate for this fiscal year was 
$144,956,000, and that amount was appropri 
ated a deficiency amounting to $10,508,621 
which must be provided for at this 
session. The estimate for pen- 
sions for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1894, is $165,000,000. The com- 
missioner of pensions believes that if the 
present legislation and methods are main- 
tained and further additions to the pensior 
laws are not made the maximum expendt 
ture for pensions will be reached June! 
1894, and will be at the highest premium. I 
adhere to the views expressed in previous 
messages that the care of the disabled sol 
diers of the war of the rebellion is a matte! 
of. national concern and duty. Perhaps ne 
emotion cools sooner than that of gratitude. 
but I cannot believe that this process has 


yet reached a point with out people that, 


would sustain the policy of remitting the carc 
of these disabled veterans to the inadequate 
agencies provided by local laws. 

The parade on the 20th of September last, 
upon the streets this capital, of sixty thou- 
sand of the surviving union veterans of the 
war of the rebellion, was a most touching 
ard thrilling episode. and the rich and gra- 
cious welcome extended to them by the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and the applause that greet- 
ed their progress from tens of thousands of 
people from all the states, did much to re- 
vive the glorious recollections of the grand 
review when these men and many thousands, 
now in their graves, were welcomed with 
grateful joy as victors in a struggle in which 
‘the national unity, honor and wealth were 
all at issue. 

The Union Pacific Railway. 


In my last annual message I called attention 
to the fact that some legislative action was 
necessary in order to protect the interest of 
the gevernment in its relations with the Union 
Pacific railway. The commissioner of rail- 
roads has submitted a very full report, giv- 
ing exact information as to the debt, the liens 
upon the poem ag property and its resources, 
We must deal with the question as we find it, 
and take that course which will, under exist- 
ing conditions, best secure the interest of the 
United States. I recommended in my last 
annual message that a commission be ap- 
pointed to deal with the question and I re- 
new that recommendation, and suggest that 
the commissioners be given full power. 

The Agriculturist Department. 

The report of the secretary of agriculture 
contains not only a most interesting state- 
ment of the progressive and valuable work 
done under the administration of Secretary 
Rusk, but many suggestions for the enlarged 
usefulness of this important department. In 
the successful effort to break down the restric- 
tions to the free introduction of our meat 
products in the eountries of Europe, the sec- 
retary has been untiring from the first, stim- 
ulating and aiding all other government of- 
ficers at home and abroad whose official du- 
ties enabled them to participate in the work. 

Quarantine Regulations. 

The subject of quarantine regulat@s, in- 
spection and control, was brought suddenly 
to my attention by the arrival at our ports, in 
August last, of vessels infected with cholera. 
Quarantine regulations should be uniform at 
ail our ports. Under the constitution they 
are plainly within the exclusive federal juris- 
diction when and so far as congress shall 
legislate. In my opinion the whole subject 
should be taken into national control and ad- 
equate power given to the executive to pro- 
tect our people against plague invasions. On 
the Ist of September last I approved regula- 
tions establishing a twenty-day quarantine 
for all vessels bringing immigrants from for- 
eign ports. This order will be continued in 
force. Some loss and suffering have resulted 
to passengers, but a due care for the homes of 
our people justifies in such cases the utmost 
precaution. There is danger that with the 
coming of spring cholera will again appear, 
and a liberal appropriation should be made 
at this session to enable our quarantine and 
= officers to exclude the deadly plague. 
zut the most careful and stringent quarantine 
regulations may not be sufficient absolutely 
to exclude the disease. The progress of 
medical and sanitary science has been such, 
however, that if approved precautions are 
taken at once to put all of our cities and 
towns in the best sanitary condition and pro- 
vision is made for isolating any sporadic 
cases and for a thorongh disinfection an epi- 
demic can, I am sure, be avoided. ‘This work 
appertains to the local authorities and the 
responsibility and the penalty will be appall- 
ing if. it is neglected or unduly delayed. 

We are peculiarly subject in our ports to 
the spread of infectious diseases by reason 
of the fact that unrestricted immigration 
brings to us out of European cities in the 
overcrowded steerage of great steamships, a 
large number of persons whose surroundings 
make them easy victims of the plague. This 
consideration as well as those affecting the 
political, moral and industrial interests of our 
country lead me to renew the suggestion that 
admission to our country, and to the high 
privileges of its citizenship should be more 
restricted and more careful. We have, I 
think, a right and we owe a duty to our own 
people, and especially to our working people, 
not only to keep out the vicious, the igno- 
rant, the civil disturber, the pauper and the 
contract laborer, but to check the too great 
flow of immigration now coming by further 


limitations. 
The World’s Fair. 

The report of the world’s Columbian expo- 
sition has pvt yet been submitted. That of 
the board or management of the government 
exhibit ‘as been received and is herewith 
transmitted. The work of construction 
and of preparation for the opening of the 
exposition in May next has progressed most 
satisfactorily and upon a scale of liberality 
and magnificence that will worthily sustain 
the honor of the United States. 

The District Liquor Trafiic. 


The District of Columbia is left, by a de- 
cision of the supreme court of the district, 
without any law regulating the liquor traffic. 
An old statute of the legislature of the dis- 
trict relating to the licensing of various vo- 
cations has hitherto been treated by the com- 
missioners as giving them power to grant or 
refuse licenses to sell intoxicating liquors, 
and as subjecting those who sold without li- 
cense to penalty, but in many cases the au- 
preme court of the district held against tais 
view of the powers of the commissioners. It 
is of urgent importance, therefore, that con- 
gress should supply, either by direct enact - 
ment or by conferring discretionary ers 
upon the commissicvers, proper tatinns

Mr. Harrison’s Message. 

Mr. Harrison’s message is not @ very 
interesting document, in spite of the fact 
that the recent overwhelming disaster to 
his party gave him a powerful excuse for 
making a display of the humor that is 
said to be characteristically American. 
We learn of course that the country is 
in a very fine condition so far as our for- 
eign relations are concerned, and that all 
the nations of the earth, so far as heard 
from, are our most humble-come-tumble 
friends and obedient servants. All this 
was known before, but it is reassuring to 
have it put down in black and white 
and signed by the president. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Harrison’s message 
is not wholly without interest. He de- 
votes several paragraphs to the tariff 
question, and approaches the subject with 
a chip on his shoulder. He draws a tre- 
mendous picture, endeavoring on one and 
the same canvas to portray the beauties 
of protection to millionaire manufactur- 
ers, and the horrible results of a system 
of which the whole people will share the 
berefits. No doubt Mr. Harrison under- 
stands the situation, but he doesn’t ac 
cept the result. He seems to think that 
the democrats, if they carry out their 
promises will sweep away the whole 
tariff, and leave the wage-earners and the 
industries of the country flat. 

But we must allow something for the 
animus of a defeated partisan. His argu- 
ments are the result of his desires. He 
would be glad to see the democratic par- 
ty engage in legislation damaging to the 
business and industrial interests of the 
country and to itself, so that his own cor- 
rupt organization may come in and enjoy 
as it were the usufruct. But we can as- 
sure Mr. Harrison that he is doomed to 
disappointment. The democratic party 
has no interests apart from those of the 
people of the country, and it is more m- 
terested in the welfare of the wage- 
earners and the struggling poor than the 
republican party has ever shown itself 
to be. The democrats come to restore 
equity and equality and not to promote 
and perpetuate inequality and injustice. 

Mr. Harrison outlines very clearly the 
programme of the republicans. They will 
fight it out on the old lines. They will 
have the McKinley law or nothing. He 
has also outlined the attitude of the re- 
publican senate. ‘ That body will not aid 
the present congress to dispatch any of 
the tariff bills, or to forward the work of 
tariff reform. He suggests that legisla- 
tion of that kind be left to the new con- 
gress. This is a good democratic sug- 
gestion, and we venture to follow it up 
with another. We suggest that Mr. Har- 
rison beg his party not to steal the sen- 
ate, but to give the democrats a chance to 
show up what tariff reform really means. 

The president has discovered that some 
very serious charges of election frauds 
have been made against the republicans, 
and he goes so far as to hope that both 
parties will take the matter up and dis- 
pose of it so as to preserve the purity 
of the ballot. He makes no outright 
allusion to the force bill, which is not 
singular, considering the verdict of the 
people. Nevertheless, he shows that he 
would not be averse to it if the republic- 
ans were to continue to hold office. 

The only other point of special interest 
in his message, is his allusion to the im- 
portance of the Nicaragua canal project. 
He advises congress to assist the enter- 
prise, and we think Mr. Harrison’s sug- 
gestion is a good one. 

We have only this further comment 
to make on the message, and it is this— 
that considering the fact that it is the 


last annual message Mr. Harrison will 


ever make to congress, it is a remarkably 
dull document. 


The French Crisis. 

Although the French republic is twenty 
years old, its stability is by no means 
assured. 

In France the most unexpected events 
are always happening, and they have 
many times caused revolutions that have 
been far-reachitsg in their consequences. 

The downfall of the Loubet cabinet and 
the lack of confidence in the new one 
which Brisson is organizing would not 
be ominous were it not for the circum- 
stances that have caused the change. The 
parliament, reflecting the sentiments of 
the people, is boiling over the Panama 
canal scandal. The latest developments 
add to the gravity of the situation. Ac- 
cording to Rossignol, the expert employed 
by the government, the canal company 
spent millions in subsidizing newspapers, 
and nearly every Paris editor was paid 
for his services. Whenever a new loan 


was floated The Petit Journal was paid 


ait 


The Telegraph, | wes, The De- 
bats, 25,000 francs, The Matin 50,000 
francs and The Gaulos, 50,000 francs. 
When a great loan was contemplated 
these sums were doubled. Fully 300,000,- 
000 francs went for newspaper subsidies, 
and millions were paid without proper 
entries on the books. Rosignol said that 
the company was under great pressure 
from America, and men on the isthmus 
literally held the knife at the company’s 
throat. Threats were made to arm 3,000 
workmen on the canal and seize the plant 
unless meney was forthcoming. 

The sensation caused in France by these 
exposures is simply tremendous. Presi- 
dent Carnot finds it impossible to pacify 
the people by promising to prosecute the 
guilty, and all the dissatisfied elements 
are in a state of upheaval, ready for 
revolt when a leader appears. 

But there are no Napoleons in France 
now, and the fear is that some glib char- 
letan like Boulanger will come to the 
front and catch the popular fancy. The 
one chance of maintaining order is the 
fact that there is no man now on deck 
sufficiently popular with the military, 
the socialists and the common people to 
seize the reins of power. This lack of 
a leader ay save the republic, and may 
even enable Brisson’s cabinet, upheld by 
the firm hand of Carnot, to straighten out 
the tangle.

As to the Sherman Law 

The New York World and some other 
democratic newspapers in warm touch 
with Wall street, are urging with consid- 
erable energy the repeal of the Sherman 
silver law, on the ground that its repeal 
was demanded by the democratic plat- 
form and endorsed by the people. But 
The World and the monometallist demo- 
erats who trot along with it should bear 
in mind that the endorsement of the dem- 
ocratic platform by the people is not to 
be construed as a charter to take the 
bridle off of legislation and run the coun- 
try into a hole in the ground. 

The World says the Sherman silver 
law must be repealed, as if that settled 
the matter. But the moment the sugges- 
tion is made other questions arise. What 
would be the result of a repeal of the 
Sherman law? Awhile ago, the goldola- 
tors of the north and” west were in favor 
of allowing silver to find its “natural 
level.” It is a phrase borrowed from 
English bankers, who gave it a great 
vogue a few years ago. When the Bland 
act was under discusgjon, this phrase was 
applied to the situation, and even used as 
an argument, barren as it was. -Since 
then, Wall street and its newspaper agen- 
cies have taken it up with considerable 
enthusiasm. The United States—accord- 
ing to this argument—should take their 
hands off silver, cease to give it an arti- 
ficial value, and allow it to find its 
‘natural level.” This policy, we are told, 
wculd teach Europe a long-needed lesson, 
and be the means of bringing the effete 
monarchies to their knees so far as the 
silver question is concerned. 

It is observable that this phrase, with 
its cunning argument, has fallen into in- 
nocuous desuetude in foreign parts, and 


it is in evidence that the European finan- g 


ciers who are in attendance on the mone- 
tary conférence are firmly of opinion that 
the process of conducting silver to its 
“natural level” will involve the nations of 
the earth in a financial panic without 
parallel. Our own monometallists say 
that this government should take its 
hands off silver in order to teach Europe 
a lesson. They argue that Great Britain 
is involved in the silver question in In- 
dia, and that her interests in that country 


as well as at home will be greatly disturb- 


ed the moment the United States cease to 
give the metal an artificial value.. 

We have no doubt this is true. Indeed, 
the financial writers of Great Britain free- 
ly admit it And yet, the people of this 
country are more hopelessly involved in 
the meshes of the silver net than Great 
Britain and her Indian possessions. If the 
downward course of silver to its natural 
level” would injure British interests, it 
would involve those of the United States 
in ruin. Many of our readers no doubt 
remember the panic that danced attend- 
ance on the demonetization of silver in 
1873. That panic was a mild disturbance 
“compared to the collapse of values that 
would follow the repeal of the Sherman 
law with no other legislation. 5 a 

It is true, no doubt, that Groat Rritain

ous that there would not be enough left 
of the political party promoting it to 
elect a congressman. 

That the Sherman law should be repeal- 
ed we have no doubt, but the repeal 
should be accompanied by a law opening 
the mints of the United States to free 
coinage on private account. That and 
that alone is the solution of the silver 
problem, 


Henry W. Hilliard. 

When these lines meet the eyes of our 
readers Henry W. Hilliard may be among 
the dying or the dead. 

Men of the younger generation know 
comparatively little of this remarkable 
man. They have seen him in his old age, 
and have admired his attractive qualities 
of head and heart, and have marveled 
somewhat over his equipoise of mind and 
body, but they do not fully appreciate 
his long and useful career at its full 
value. 

Mr. Hilliard in his time has been a 
conspicuous figure in the forum and the 
pulpit—in courts and camps and cabinets. 
He was a university professor at twenty- 
three. He made a record as an orator, 
literary man, lawyer, statesman, preacher, 
diplomatist and soldier. For fifty years 
and more he was well known in the 
highest social circles of both the old 
world and the new. Kings, queens, em- 
perors, nobles and the most famous men 
of the century were among his friends 
and acquaintances. 

His services in congress, as minister to 
Belgium and later to Brazil would fill 
volumes, and the story would add many 
interesting chapters to the world’s listory. 

Some of our readers will remember the 
wonderful twenty years’ debate in Ala- 
bama before the war between 
Hilliard and William L. Yancey. 
They were both fearless, cultur- 
ed and models of countesy. Yancey’s | 
biographer, Colonel DuBose, says in his 
book that Hilliard studied the construc- 
tion of sentences and the manner of de- 
livery. His diction was elegant and his 
utterances extremely fluent. His tall fig- 
ure, ever graceful, handsome features, 
brilliant eyes, distinguished appearance 
and well-trained voice assisted his words. 
He grouped his facts well, avoided 
wounding the prejudices of his hearers, 
seldom employed the great power of sar- 
casm he was known to possess and told 
of the defeat of his party as if it were 
a triumph. The democrats charged 
against him that, while he advanced with 
the point of his lance concealed under a 
garland of roses, he often succeeded in 
unseating the convictions of the unwary 
by the argument the flowers concealed. 
He had a richer fancy than Yancey, em- 
ployed more art and was more adroit. 
He had the self-confidence of culture and 
the subtlety of conscious power. He was 
courteous, animated and brilliant. HII 
liard’s friends likened Yancey to the levyel- 
ing rush of the storm; Yancey’s friends 
likened Hilliard to the repose of nature 
when the rainbow. spans the sky. “' 

Only a great man could call forth such 
a tribute from the friend and biographer 
of his life-long rival. 

We do not know of an American in 
public life today with the culture, bril- 
liancy and power of Mr. Hilliard when at 
his best. More than all, he has been a 
good man with the kindest of hearts, and 
the world has been made brighter and | 
better by his words and deeds. 

This is glory enough for any mortal.

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HIS BROTHER. 


The Brother of Hudnall, the Alleged 
King of Diamond Thieves, 


WAS IN ATLANTA YESTERDAY, 


And He Denies the Story That His Broth- 
er Isa Thief—Will Maks a Fight 
for the Diamonds. 


J. H. Hudnall, brother of the crook of 
that name, recently arrested in Chattanooga, 
for stealing diamonds, was in Atlanta yes- 
terday.

When he called at Chief 
Wright's affice and announced that he was 
n brother of the famous alleged king of dia- 
mond thieves, the chief of detectives was 
greatly surprised and was loath to believe 
the siatement. He did not expect to find 
him suea a solid looking gentleman. 

Detective IIasklus, who met with such 
disagreeable experiences on Monday with 
i.e diamonds he brought here for identifica- 
tion, telegraphed to Chattanooga what bad 
been done by Mr. Hill and Mr. Scott ta 
recover their gems. This caused Colonel 
Daniels, who fs attorney for Mrs. Huduall, 
to take the fimet train for Atlanta. He 
came here to represent Mrs. Hudnall in 
the tight for the pussession of the dine. 
He arrived in the city early in the morning, 
but the possessory warrant, sworn out by 
Mr. Scott, had been withdrawn and there 
was no need for his services. Haskins had 
been released Monday night upon Chief 
Connolly ‘agreeing to be responsible for his 
appearance yesterday morning. Detective 
Haskins was on deck bright and early yes- 
terday. ready for trial. 

In the afternoon after all had been set- 
tled, Hudnall arrived. He had a long talk 
with Chief Wright. He said that the dia- 
monds were the property of his sister-in-law, 
and she would make a fight for them. 
Speaking of his brother he said that he was 
not a thief as he was reputed to be. 

“He is a gambler,’ Ins brother sad, “but 
he is not a thief. I do not think the high- 
lv sensational stories that have been printed 
about him are correct. I have had a great 
deal of unpleasant neteriety through the 


newspapers on account of the stories about 


my brother. They have done me no good in 
my business relations.”’ 

Mr. Hudnall is a citizen of New Orleans, 
and is said to be a president of a railroad. 
He says that he had a letter from his 
brother only a day or so ago. How he got 
out of the clutches of the Chattanooga of- 
ficials has already been told by The Con- 
stitution. After his arrest he put up $10 
as collateral to secure bis appearance, and 
then left town.

HORSE RAISING IN CARROLL 


A Visit to Mr. Isanc McLevdon’s Farm and a 
Tulk with Him. 

Carrollton, Ga., December 6.—(Special.)— 
The farmers of Carroll county are taking 
an unusual anterest in the raisiny of horses 
and wules. The Constitution correspondent 
had un interesting talk with Mr. Isaac N. 
McLepdon, one of Carroll's best farmers, 
today, about stock raising. Mr. McLendon ~ 
farm is located about three miles from Car- 
rollton, aud for the past five years he has 
taken a great interest in raising horses and 
mules for the market, and he has made a 
great success. Mr. ‘McLendon said he first 
commenced by preparing clover and grass 
patches and buying up brood mares. This 


was five years ago, and he has sold over 


$1,000. worth of mules this and last year, 
aud has raised some that he is using on the 
farm for draught and plow mules. These 
mules are as large as any brought from 
Kentucky or Tennessee, and Mr. McCien1 
don thinks they are much healthier. In all 
Mr. McLendon has raised over thirty head 
in the five years and he says he can beat 
making cotton. He has raised work stock 
entirely and he says he sees no reason why 
Georgia is not as good a country for raising 
mules and horses as any other state. 

Captain. Joe Kingsbery, of Atlanta, has a 
beautiful stock farm located nearly in the 
incorporated limits of Carrollton. The name 
is “Oaklawn Stock Farm.“ and js familiar to 
lovers of fine horses all over Georgia. Cap- 
tain Kingsbery sometimes has as many as 
seventy-five nead of fine horses on his farm, 
and be has sold some fine blooded colts, 
two of which brought $600 each at three 
months’ old. Captain Kingsbery says big 
money can be made in stock raising. There 
is no man in Georgia that loves a fine horse 
better than Joe Kingsbery. 

Thd residence on “Oaklawn” is the old 
home of non. Sanford Kingsbery, the ven- 
erable and nighly esteemed father of Messrs.

He Takes a Watch from 4 Gentleman’s 
Pocket, and Makes His Escape, Still 
Covering Him with His Gun. 


A bold piece of highway robbery, daring 
enough to awaken pangs of jealousy in the 
breast of the most venturesome of Chicago 
highwaymen, was committed on the busiest 
part of Alabama street in broad daylight yes- 
terday afternoon about 4 o'clock. 

It would make a creditable addition to 
the lawless acts of such bandits as Rube 
Burrows or Jesse James. That such a bold 
thing could occur on one of the most promi- 
nent thoroughfares in the city seems in- 
credible. 

A young man standing in a stairway on 
Alabama street, approached by a bold ne- 
gro, who, drawing a pistol, takes his watch 
from the young man's pocket, and walks 
unconcernedly away—that in the broad 
glare of daylight, with scores of people 
passing along the street within call. 

Only an Ordinary Negro. 

Mr. Julius Rowland is a young man well 
known in the-city. He has lived here for 
years and is a familiar figure among Ala- 
bama street business men. He is in the em- 
ploy of L. L. Abbott & Co., the wholesale 
meat brokers, and has been for a long 
while. tS 

The office of his employers is in a suite 
of rooms at 66 1-2 East Alabama street. 


- Yesterday afternoon about 4 o'clock Mr 


Rowland left the oflice and started out on 
a business errand, At the head of the star- 
way he met a negro whose action seemed 
suspicious. Mr. Rowland had left no.one 
in the office, and fearing that the negro 
was bent on robbery, he watched him for 
a minute. The negro walked about the 
hall in an aimless sort of fashion and turn- 
ing back and seeing the young man regarding 
him curiously he walked rapidly back to 
where Mr. Rowland stood. 92 

“What are you doing up here?“ the lat- 
ter asked. Do you want to see any one?“ 

The negro walked up close to Mr. Row- 
land and said he was lookiig for a man who 
was working for Mr. T. S. Lewis. Mr. 
Rowland told him that no such person was 
to be found there, and he added: “You 
had better get out of here.“ 

“D—n you, get out yourself or El kill 
you,” the negro replied, with eyes flashing, 
and before the astonished gentleman knew 
what had happened the black Rube Bur- 
rows had a pistol pressed to his face, “Make 
a noise and I will put a bullet hole through 
yon. 

The villainous negro kept the now thor- 

oughly frightened gentleman covered with 
his pistol, and Mr. Rowland expected to be 
shot each moment. He had no weapon of 
his own, and if he had had one he would 
have had no opportunity of drawing it, as 
the black highwayman still held the gun 
threateningly before him. But only for 
a moment did the negro remain inactive. 
Coming still nearer to Mr. Rowland he said 
in 2 highwayman style: 
Hand over that watch or I’ll shoot you 
in your tracks.“ He did not wait for Mr.

He walked backward down the stairway, 
holding his cocked revolver ready for in- 
stant use, and warning Mr. Rowland not to 
cry out on peril of his life.

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Now Proposed for Boactment in the 
General Assembly. 


SEVERAL OF THE BILLS ORITICISED 


From the Railroad Builders“ Side—Mr. 
O. E. Smith Again Discusses the Diffi- 
culties of Railroad Construction. 


Major Bacon’s proposed railroad legisla- 
tion is arousing considerable interest. 

An interview published a few days ago, 
with Colonel E. C. Smith, in opposition to 
these measures, has been followed by one 
from Major Bacon defending them. 

Colonel Smith yesterday referring to the 
matter said: 

I had the pleasure of expressing my opin- 
ion on one of Maj. Bacon’s railroad bills 
through the columns of The Constitution 
the other day. It was in opposition to that 
section which required. that 25 per cent of 
the capitol stock should be paid in before 
a company could organize. When the bill 
came befere the house of representatives, 
the absurdity of the provision was 80 ap- 
parent that it was reduced to 15 per cent, 
But this is altogether too much and Major 
Bacon cannot name a railroad of one hun- 
dred miles in length which has been built 
in Georgia. within the past ten years that 
could have complied with this requirement. 

Lv stop Mailruad Building. 

“The question for the senate now is 
whether or not an act shall be\passed which 
will stop railroad building in Georgia. I 
udmit that all railroad enterprises ure nec- 
essarily speculative in their character, be- 
causé they involve the investment of very 
large sums of money, and investors natural- 
ly expect to make good profits. When peo- 
ple buy state or government bonds they 
know that they have bought absolutely safe 
securities and that the rate of interest will 
be very low: 

With new railroad bonds or stocks the 
case is altogether different. ‘These secur- 
ities are known to be of uncertain value, 
and purchasers will not buy them except at 
a heavy discount. It is stated, and no 
doubt true, that the Georgia, Southern and 
Florida and the Savannah, Americus and 
Montgomery railroads sold some of their 
bonds at 15 cents on the dollar. Major 
Bacon would say that this was a case of 
25 per cent of water—$2Z50 of water and 
$750 of money in a one thousand dollar 
bond. Admit, for the sake of argument, 
that this is true. The purchasers expected 
that these railroads would be prosperous 
and that in a few years each bond which 
cost them $750 would have a cash market 
value of $1,000. But the roads were not 
prosperous, and their bonds which cost the 
purchaser $750 can now be bought by the 
basket full at about $650. The Savannah, 
[Americus and Montgomery bonds were 
quoted in yesterday’s Constitution at 70. 

“Now, somebody has lost heavily in this 
transaction, but it is not the people of Geor- 
gia. Georgians .do not but new railroad 
bonds. These securities were sold, or hy- 
pothecated in large blodks to capitalists in 
the northern cities, who were willing to 
take heavy risks for the chance of making 
large profits.”’ 

Watering Railroad Stocks. 

“Let us see how this case of ‘watering’ 
railroad securities has effected the people of 
Georgia, bearing in mind the fact that 
neither road could have been built if the 
‘water’ had not been put into the securi- 
ties which they had for sale. 

Now for the results of this transaction: 
The whole southern half of Georgia has 
prospered as it never did before. Towns 
and cities have been built, churches, schools 
and colleges have been established and wild 
lands that were not saleable at 25 cents an 
acre are now in demand at from $2 to $4 
per acre.. In addition to this the state de- 
rives an immense revenue from taxes on 
the increased value of rea] estate and on the 
value of the railroads and their rolling 
stock. Can any one say that Georgia has 
suffered in either one of these cases? It is 
easy to see that the speculators get the 
worst of the trade, and that the state can 
well afford o allow railroad companies to 
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build on any plan they like where the re- 


sults are so greatly to her advantage. 

‘Now another fact in connection with the 
building of these roads is worthy of special 
notice. 
that 15 per cent of the capital stock should 
be paid in before the organization of any 
company, and yet he must know that not 
5 per cent of the capital stock of either one 
of these roads has ever been paid in at all, 
and never will be. It is safe to say that not 
a dollar of the capital stock has ever been 
paid in, and the projectors never expected 
that it would be paid. Still we have the 
roads. 
How the Roads Were Built. 

„When these companies were organized, 
they contracted with construction compa- 
nies to build them, and agreed to pay these 
construction companies in bonds and stock 
to the amount of $12,000 per mile of each. 
The construction companies were contrac- 
tors who took the risk of building these 
roads for large prospective profits, and 
whether they made or lost does not concern 
the public any more than the success or 
failure of any other contractors. Every 
road of any length that we have had built 
in Georgia for fifteen years past has been 
built on this plan, and every one without ex- 
ception has been a speculative enterprise, 
where no part of the capital stock has been 
paid in, but on the contrary was expected 
to be a clear profit to the construction com-
